Camment on Figures Showing Com- 
position of Fighting Forces 


Much attention is being bestowed 
by the press on the figures published 
by Reuter’s showing the proportion 
of the British troops engaged in the 
fighting since July 31, namely, Eng- 
lish, 70 per cent.; overseas troops, 3 
per cent ; Scottish, 8 per cent., Irish, 
|6 per cent. The proportion of cas- 
ualties being: English, 76 per eent.; 
overseas troops, 8 per cent.; Scottish 
10 per cent.; Irish, 6 per cent, 

The Sunday Observer, commenting 
on these figures, says: 

“The generous prominence given 
in the communiques to the exploits 
of the soldiers of the dominions, as 
well as the Scottish, Welsh and Irish 
is England's response to the keer 
pride of nationality which is part of 
| the historic birthright of her neigh- 
bors in the United Kingdom, and to 
the zest of youth in the dominions. 
Englishmen do not grudge or mis- 
lunderstand the frequency with which 
these troops are mentioned but when 
this mention is made the foundation 
‘of a particularly foul enemy slander 
it is necessary to state the facts. 

“German propagandists in Russia 
jand in America having spread the 
assertion that England thrusts the 
main burden of the war on other 
parts of the empire, it was full time 
that the official agencies grappled 
firmly with a falsehood s0_ poison- 
ous. Nothing is more vital to the 


|enemy’s purposes than to disparage 
\the credit and weaken the authority 


of England in the ranks of the grand 
alliance.”

Blackleg in Cattle 


Prevention Is Possible Through Use 
of Vaccination 


The Manitoba department of agri- 
culture has had complaints from a 
few parts of the country of ioss 
among cattle from blackleg, and this 
is just the time of ycar to be on the 
jlookout for it, The blackleg germ 
when once introduced into a district, 
lives in the soil. and is liable to at- 
|tack animals, especially young cattle, 
at pasture, 

The symptoms are quite character- 
istic, the first usually being sudden 
lamcness, in which one of the legs is 
dragged stiffly. Local swelling de- 
velops rapidly, and these produce a 
crackling sound when pressed, The 
discate is almost always rapidly fat- 


The department reminds the public 
that although curative treatment aft- 
er infection is not practicable, pre- 
vention is possible through vaccina 
tion. This year a large amount of 
blackleg vaccine was used in all the 
Western provinces because of tire 
publication last winter of a circular 
on this subject. Farmers with cat- 
tle at pasture should get a copy of 
this circular from the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculwre. 
Winnipeg, or should send direct for 
the vaceine and circular to Dr. C, D, 
McGilvray, Dominion Government 
Veterinary inepector for Manitoba, 
Boyd Block, Winnipeg. In a single 
day lately Dr, McGilvray's office re- 
ceived orders for more than two 
thousand doses of blackleg vaccine,

Mr. Bradt, gencral manager in 
Canada of a gramaphone company, 
says that the war has not hit the 
gramaphone industry to any s¢rious 
extent, and in Canada business has 
advanced wonderfully, As an in- 
stance, last June’s sales were 127 per 
cent, better than those of June, 1916, 
a record month, when business was 
700 per cent, better than it was five 
years back.

‘hat it eliminates the opportunity of 

raking excessive profits ott» of 
vublic need .\by reducing the stages 
through which a commodity passes 
t6 those indispensably necessary, and 
by limiting the cost at each to a fai~ 
return for work done. We hope the 
public will understand the point and 
appreciate the method adopted to 
eliminate “profiteering.” There is, 
indeed, a danger that thts may be too 
effectually done and that the mark 
may be overshot. It is a danger 
which always attends fixed prices, 
and it must not be ignored, If prices 
are so fixed that they do not give a 
fair return, the inevitable result is 
that commodities are not forthcom- 
ing.—London Times. 


A Plan to Iteep Cabbage

The Vanishing Elk 


Drastic Measures Must Be Taken to 
Save Them From Extinction 


Next in importance to big-horn 
sheep, though least in numbers, 
among the Roc Mountain big 


ame, is the American elk or wapiti. 
t once ranged nearly the entire con- 
tinent in millions, but is now reduc- 
ed so greatly that it has become pos- 
sible to take a reasonably accurate 
census of its numbers, Its habitat 
was originally from Mexico to -the 
Peace river and from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic, between the St. Law- 
tence and the coast of South Caro- 
lina, Today, a few scattered bands 
along the Rockies between Colorado 
and the Brazcau river and some iso- 
lated herds in the forests of north- 
ern Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
comprise the entire wild elk left in 
North America. Probably the total 


does not exceed 60,000 head, less 
than 5,000 of which are found in 
Canada. In the Rockies there are 


probably from 175 to 365, of which 
the insignificant remnant in the val- 
ley of the Brazeau is the last of the 
original elk herds of Alberta. Those 
now found in the south are British 
Columbia elk that have migrated to 
the East slope since the inauguration 
of a closed season on elk in Alberta 
some five or six years ago. 

Elk are yases animals, but have 


been forced to become forest dwel- 
lers, They live principally on grass, 
weeds and low brush, such as small 


poplar, birch and willows, This de- 
pendence upon grass and weed range 
and the inability to subsist on browse 
alone introduces some important 
elements into the problem of their 
permanent protection which are not 
rominent in. relation .tothe« other 
ig game of the Rockies. 

They mre the largest round-horned 
deer in the world, and, except in 
Yellowstone park, and, canal in 
Alberta and British Columbia, where 
closed seasons have been establish- 


~*~ 


ed just in time, are rapidly following 


in the wake of the buffalo and ante- 


lape. Only very drastic measures 
taken at once will save them from 
total extermination in Canada.—

He has decided to grant the privilege of 
the registrations of all bonds, that is to say, that bonds 
of all denominations, including the $50 bond, may be 
registered as to principal and as to principa) and interest. 
In previous loans the privilege of registrafion was 
“necessarily confined to bonds of the larger denomination, 


such as $1000 bonds or more.

Storing Potatoes 


Valuable Advice to Follow in Order 
to Save Loss 


“It is bad practice to store pota- 
|toes in large bins or pits,” says Prof. 
, William Stuart, of the ws. depart- 
ment of agriculture. Not infrequent- 
ly potatoes are piled to a depth of; 
ten to fifteen feet, the pile being cor- 
respondingly large in the other two 
dimensions. When stored in this 
manner they are almost certain to 
go through a rather violent sweating 
or curing process, during the course 
of which the tubers in the central 
portion of the pile are frequently 
subjected to a dangerously high tem- 
perature. 

This is especially true if the tubers 
are slightly immature, or were not 
dry and free from moist soil when 
gathered, or if stored when the out- 
side temperature is high, making it 
difficult to lower the inside tempcera- 
ture of the house. 

Overheating from of 


all these | 
some provision for ventilating the 
pilé. This is most easily accomplish- 
ed by inserting division walls at in- 
tervals throughout the pile. 

The division walls may consist of | 
two-by-four uprights on the two-inch 
face of which are nailed seven- 
cighths by four-inch strips of any 
desired length, leaving a _ one-inch 
space between each strip. This gives 
a ventilated partition, which can be 
of any heieht and length desired 

By placing these in an upright po- 
sition five or six feet apart as the 
bin or storage house is being filled, 
good ventilation will be secured and 
an casy avenue of escape for both 
heat and moisture provided. It is 
poor policy to invite heavy storage 
losses by failure to provide the pro- 
per conditions, 

Where the crop. is not large 
enough to justify building a storage 
cellar or storage house, or where the 
grower is not financially able to 
make these investments, potatoes 
can be carried over successfully in 
pits, provided these pits are carefully 
made,

The Feeding Margin 


An Important Factor in Profit From 
4 Feeding Steers 


The difference between the  pur- 
chase price and selling price of an 
animal is called the margin of pro- 
fit. This is usually estimated on the 
basis of 100 pounds live weight. Thus 
a margin of $1.50 means that the 
feeder received $1.50 “per hundred- 
weight more for the animals than he 
paid for them The amount of mar- 
gin is a very important factor in the 
profit from feeding steers. The mar- 
gin required to break even in feeding | 
operations depends upon a number | 
of factors, the printipal ones being! 
(1) the purchase price; (2) the 
weight of the cattle when purchased; 
(3) the value of the feeds used; (4) 
the gain in weight made by the ani- 
mals, and (5) the length of the feed- 
ing period. The higher the purchase 
price, the heavier the steer when pur- 
chased, the cheaper the feeds, the 
greater the daily gains, and the 
shorter thesfeeding period, the smal- 
ler the margin may be between the 
purchase price and the selling price 
of the cattle, without loss to the feed- 
er. With a steer of poor quality and 
with high-priced feeds, the margin 
must of necessity be great, but with 
the best quality of steers and with 
cheap feeds the necessary margin 
may be very small, :
